What the AEA is

amendment authored by Executive 
Secretary Forrest 
Rozzell 
and 


bearing the unbelievable title, "An

Tiendment to Stabilize the Board 
Education." 
Incredible as it may be, Rozzell 


and the AEA are going to let the 
money go while they attempt 
to 


•latch onto some permanent jobs for 
the State 
Board of 
Education. 


They 
point to the 
Game & Fish j 


Commission and the State High- , 
way Commission as other exam- 
ples of autonomous agencies that 
have become proof against med- j 
ling by the legislature —complete- 


ignoring the 
fact 
that 
the 


amendments which created these 
two guaranteed funds as well 
as 


• management. 


You can understand, therefore, 


why a state-wide revolt by school 
superintendents has broken 
out 


against the AEA. 
E. F. Dunn, 


superintendent of the Pulaski Coun- 
ty Special School District, announc- 
ed last week at Little Rock that a 
caucus of superintendents had been 
|r)eld and he and 
the others are 


going to refuse 
to circulate the 


AEA petition. 


Dunn 
charged that 
"a small 


group" 
within AEA arbitrarily 


controls 
every 
move 
of 
this 


supposedly 
state-wide 
organiza- 


tion. 


At this point a word of explana- 


tion is due as to how it is possible 
for the taxpayers to turn in more 
money while 
the schools' 
share 


Declines. "State aid" is the money 
"nat local districts receive 
from 


Little 
Rock for 
Transportation, 


Minimum 
School 
Budget, 
and 


Apportionment Aid. It is derived 
from the State Revenue Stabiliza- 
tion Fund — a melting 
pot into 


which various state special taxes, 
including the sales tax, are poured 
. . . and from which withdrawals 
are made on a schedule controlled 
by the legislature. 


The Revenue Stabilization Fund 


f>s relatively new. Originally most 
of the 
state's 
specal taxes — 


particularly 
those going to 
the 


schools — were 
earmarked 
for 


specific purposes. For instance, the 
sales tax was originally 
divided 


65% for the schools 
and 35% for 


welfare and 
hospital 
purposes. 


Allocations were hard 
and fast, 


and couldn't be changed by 
the 


legislature without disclosing 
at 


once the damage that would be 


by such meddling. 


But in the administration of Gov. 


Ben Laney these special taxes were 
lumped together 
as the Revenue 


Stabilization 
Fund 
— whose 


disbursements could be 
altered 


from time to 
time by the leg- 


islature with less 
obvious intent 


and 
public uproar. 
And 
the 


disbursements have been so altered 
by virtually every General Assem- 
bly since Governor Laney's time. 
„ The legislative operation doesn't 
\llways make a direct cut in public 
schools funds. Rather, the proced- 
ure is to cut in on the Stabilization 
Fund some agency for whom no 
taxes ever were 
deposited. For 


instance, county and city 
govern- 


ments now get 5 million a 
year 


from 
the 
Stabilization Fund — 


although no revenue was deposit- 
ed in their names. In calendar 1955 
the general revenue fund of Hemp- 
stead county got $37,000 and 
the 


•jgSity of Hope $24,000. You can look 


on the general 
revenue books of 


any city and 
county in the state 


and find similar 
deposits 
made 


quarterly 
by 
the state 
under 


authority of Act 118 of 1953. 


The net result of a decade 
of 


operations 
by the Revenue Sta- 


bilization Fund 
is that the tax- 


payers pay more money while the 
schools 
get less 
money — and 


every self-respecting schoolman in 


Arkansas ought to rise up angrily 


and demand 
that the Fund be 


destroyed. 


Our hat is off to Superintendent

Expenditures from both state and 


federal funds on these major assis- 
tance categories total a 
record- 


breaking $29,500,000 
in 1955-56, 


more and a $500,000 increase over 
last year's. 


Even though old age assistance 


checks written this year total $21,- 
575,315, compared to $21,357,926 in 
1954-55, the average check for the 
aged, who comprise 77 per cent of 
thosei on the June 
payment list, 


was 74 cents less than it was in 
June last year, down to $32.77 from 
$33.51. 


The average 
per 
dependent- 


children case payment has risen in 
the disabled 62 cents to $31.70 from 
$31.08, but the blind, like the aged, 
have lost out. Their average check 
has decreased 92 cents from $40.11 
to $39.19. 


Record-breaking revenue collec- 


tions insured the 
Welfare Fund's 


receiving all its $9,000,000 state al- 
location a month early this year. 
No further distribution of state re- 
venues is contemplated before the 
end of July.
